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Introduction 


fter the battle of Uhud, Rasilullah <cs.e2ij returned to 
Madinah with the Muslim army. Very soon he received 
news from Jibril slate that the Quraysh were planning 
on coming back to Madinah and confronting the Muslims once 


again. 


The Muslims had only rested for a single night and Rasulullah 
Acsaclecii called upon them once again. Only those people who 
had taken part in the battle of Uhud had been summoned, 
however an exception was made for Jabir ibn ‘Abdullah ží. He 
had remained behind to look after his family whilst his father 
participated in the battle of Uhud. His father was martyred and 
now Jabir zás asked for permission to the join army. This was 
granted by Rasūlullāh Acjaeaij\e. 


The Muslim army left Madinah and travelled to Hamra al-Asad, 
which is to the south west. They waited there for the Qurayshi 
army, but they did not turn up. The Qurayshi army had decided 
to go back to Makkah, so there was no further confrontation. 


Rasilullah Acsacaii> was visited by a delegation from the tribes 


of Adal and al-Qarah. They presented themselves to Rasulullah 
Acsaletii, saying that their tribes had embraced Islam. They 
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requested that some Companions Axis be sent with them to 
teach them about Islam. 


Rasilullah zako accepted their request and sent ten 
Companions #4, with them. When they reached al-Raji‘, the 
Companions %4; were betrayed. The Banu Lahyan were lying 
in wait and attacked the Muslims. During this confrontation, most 
of them were martyred. 

Two Companions ®<éii; survived and were sold in Makkah. They 
were purchased by those families who had lost members in the 
battle of Badr. Both Companions dil; were then killed in 


retaliation. 


One of the Companions was Khubayb Zcéiiz;. Before he was 
executed, he requested to pray 2 Rak‘ah Salah. This then became 
a tradition for others who followed him and were in a similar 


predicament. 


The incident at Bir Maʻūnah was another tragedy. Rasulullah 
Acsslesiil sent seventy of his Companions #2d\y5, to the people of 
Najd in the hope they would embrace Islam. The Companions 
Akis were a special group comprising of Qurra (scholars). 


These Companions Æx were also betrayed. ‘Amir ibn Tufayl, 
one of the nobles of the Banū Amir, with the help of the tribes of 
‘Usayyah, Ril and Dhakwan, attacked the Companions siis. 
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Only ‘Amr ibn Ummayah “dil, survived. He had been freed by 
‘Amir ibn Tufayl because of an oath his mother had taken. 


While ‘Amr ibn Ummayah zi; was making his way back to 
Madinah, he came across two members of the Bant ‘Amir. He had 
not realised that there was a treaty between them and the 
Muslims, so he killed them in retaliation for the attack on the 


Muslims. 


Rasilullah Acsa‘ecii> decided that blood money would now have 
to be paid to the Bant ‘Amir for their tribe members who had been 
killed. The Bani al-Nadir, one of the remaining Jewish tribes in 
Madinah, were the guarantors of the Banu ‘Amir so they had to 
pay a share of the blood money. 


Rasilullah <saceaii went the locality of the Bani al-Nadir, to ask 
for their share. During his visit, they hatched a plan to kill him by 
throwing a boulder from above. Rasilullah Acsateaj\e was 
informed of this treachery and left the area. 


When the Companions áss returned to Rasiilullah daj.cexijie, 
he informed them of the treachery and then commanded the 
Muslims to lay siege to their forts. 


The Bani al-Nadir were eventually exiled from Madinah. 
Rasilullah <csae2if% allowed them to take as much as they could 
with them, and they left, once and for all. 
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uring the culmination of the battle of Uhud, Abii Sufyan 

had promised that the Quraysh would meet the Muslims 

again at Badr the following year. Badr was the location of 
the first confrontation between the Muslims and the Quraysh. 
Abū Sufyan had not been present at that battle as he was with a 
caravan trying to avoid being intercepted by the Muslims. The 
battle of Badr had been a rout and the Quraysh had been defeated 
with many of their famous leaders falling on that day. 


Abū Sufyan had made the promise to meet the Muslims, but deep 
inside, he did not want to go. He had to think of a ploy through 


which he could save himself from shame and dishonour. He 
wished that Rasūlullāh zaf- would also not go to Badr, so he 
could then lay the blame on the Muslims. 
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The False Message 
There was a man by the name of Nu‘aym ibn Mas‘ud, who 
happened to be going to Madinah. Abū 
Sufyan told him to relay a message to the 
Muslims that the Quraysh are raising a big 
strong army and it would be better for them if 
they did not go to Badr to confront them. The 
purpose of this message was to scare the 





Muslims to prevent them from leaving 
Madinah. 


Abū Sufyan paid Nu‘aym ibn Mas‘tid to send the message and 
Nu‘aym made his way north to Madinah. As per the instructions 
of Abū Sufyan, he passed on the message to the Muslims. When 
the Muslims heard the news, it had the opposite effect than 
expected. Rather than getting scared, they were now even more 
eager to confront the Quraysh. The Muslims recited: 





“Allah is sufficient for us and He is the best Disposer of affairs” 


The Muslim army left Madinah for Badr to fulfil the promise made 
to Abū Sufyan the previous year within the mountains of Uhud. 
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Gazwah Badr al-Maw‘id 
asūlullāh ázaxííķo had stayed in Madinah after the 
previous expedition - Gazwah Dhat al-Riqa‘ until the end 
of the month of Rajab. He then left in the month of 
Sha‘ban with fifteen hundred Companions #4 and they made 
their way south to the Market place of Badr. The Muslim army 
reached Badr and waited eagerly for the Quraysh. 


Abū Sufyan had also left Makkah with the Qurayshi army but they 
could not sum up the courage to fight the Muslim army. They 
reached a place called Murr al-Zahran and returned. Other 
opinions say that they reached ‘Usfan and then made an about 


turn. 


The excuse used was that this was 
a year of famine and not a year to 
fight. If it was a fertile year, then ~ 
the animals would be able to feed 





and the army would be able to 
drink their milk, however this would not be possible in this dry 
year. 


Rasilullah áz waited in Badr for 8 days and when there 


was no sign of the Qurayshi army, he returned to Madinah with 
his Companions Aeiiy5.

According to other reports, a large market used to take place at 
Badr, so the Muslims traded for three days and made large profits. 
This was unexpected as they had expected confrontation but 
instead, they returned to Madinah with the blessings from their 
financial activities.

No confrontation occurred: 
Muslims returned to Madinah 
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Gazwah Banu al-Mustaliq 
asūlullāh zaik received news that al-Harith ibn Abū 
Dirar, who was the leader of the Bani al-Mustaligq, was 
gathering a sizeable army in order to attack the Muslims. 


Rasiilullah áz;xýńj sent Buraydah ibn al-Husayb Aslami zań 
to see if this news was correct. Buraydah edi, returned and 
confirmed that the news was true. Rasiilullah dcsetcaiie them 
ordered the Companions Æx; to prepare for battle and they got 
ready right away. 


In the month of Sha‘ban, Rasilullah ársa- left Madinah with 
seven hundred Companions #<aiie5. The army 





also had thirty horses with them, ten 
belonged to the Muhajirtn and 
twenty to the Ansar. 


Due to the possibility of obtaining 
spoils, a large group of hypocrites also joined the army. These 
people had never taken part in any expedition before. 


Rastilullah zak left Zayd ibn Harithah xí in charge in 


Madinah. From the wives of Rasūlullāh zak, “Aishah and 
Umme Salamah sail; accompanied him on this expedition.

Al-Muraysi‘ 

The Muslim army proceeded quickly and headed to one of the 
watering holes of the Bani al-Mustaliq called al-Muraysi‘. The 
map below shows the approximate location which is just under 
200 miles south of Madinah, close to the sea shore.

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The Muslim army caught the Bani al-Mustaliq by surprise whilst 
they were watering their animals. In the encounter, ten people 
from the Bant al-Mustaligq fell. 


A total of 2,000 camels and 5,000 goats were 
taken as booty. A total of 200 households of 
the Bani al-Mustaliq were also taken captive by 
the Muslims. 





Juwayriyah Gais 

One of the captives was Juwayriyah, the daughter of al-Harith ibn 
Abū Dirar, the leader of the Bant al-Mustaliq. When the spoils of 
war were distributed amongst the Companions #44, she came 
into the share of Thabit ibn Qays šais. 


Thabit ibn Qays s made Juwayriyah into a Mukatibah. A 
Mukatib is that slave who could earn their freedom after earning 


a certain amount of money. 


Juwayriyah came to Rasiilullah c5.c4i\\% and said ‘Do you know 
that Iam Juwayriyah. I am the daughter of the leader of the Bani 
al-Mustaliq, al-Harith ibn Abū Dirar. During the distribution, I was 
given to Thabit ibn Qays aś in his share and he has made me 
into a Mukatibah. I have come to you to seek help in paying the 
Kitabat (which was the money needed to gain her freedom). 
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Rasilullah Jas. said that he would tell her something which 
was even better than that. If she preferred, he would pay the 
money, make her free and then marry her. 


Juwayriyah agreed to this proposal from Rasilullah ársa. 


The Decision 

Al-Harith ibn Abū Dirar came to Rasilullah dcs.xeaiie and told 
him that he was the leader of the Bani al-Mustaliq and his 
daughter could not stay as a servant. He requested that she be 


freed. 


Rasilullah Acsacciie said, ‘Wouldn’t it be better if we left this 
decision to Juwayriyah herself?’ Al-Harith ibn Abū Dirar went to 
his daughter Juwayriyah and told her that Rasilullah dcjateaijiic, 
has left the decision to her. 


Juwayriyah Geil; said, ‘I choose Allah and his Messenger.’ 
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The Ransom 


In another narration by ‘Abdullah ibn Ziyad ži, he mentions 


ry 


that al-Harith ibn Abū Dirar came to Madinah 
with lots of camels to ransom his daughter. 





Two of these camels were very precious, so 
he hid them outside the city with the 
intention of collecting them on his way 


back. 


He arrived in Madinah and presented the rest of the camels to 
Rasilullah zań. He told Rastlullah Acjexi\e that this was 
the ransom for his daughter Juwayriyah Gais. 


Rasilullah <icsae4ij asked him about the camels which he had 


hidden before he entered the city. Upon hearing this, 
al-Harith ibn Abū Dirar said: 


‘I bear witness indeed, you are the Messenger of Allah’ 
No one had knowledge of these camels except Allah 45k. 


Therefore, Allah 45; must have informed Rasulullah 
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The Freeing of the Slaves. 

Rasūlullāh zań married Juwayriyah edie. When the 
Companions #24, found out about the marriage, they freed all 
the people who had been captured from the Bani al-Mustaliq. 


The reason behind this decision was that these people were now 
related to Rasilullah Acsaeaiik through his marriage to 
Juwayriyah Gacy).

‘Aishah Gais; narrates ‘When the people heard that Rasūlullāh 

dAcgaletijs married Juwayriyah G<éis5, they released the captives 

they had in their possession and freed them saying, they are the 
in-laws of Rasūlullāh Acsafeaii We didn’t see any woman who 
was more of a blessing for her people than Juwayriyah Gass. 
One hundred households from the Bant al-Mustaliq were freed 


on account of her,’

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The Incident of Slander 


n the way back from the Gazwah of Bani al-Mustalig, an 

incident occurred concerning “A'ishah Gadi. This 

incident is explained in detail in a Hadith in Sahih al- 
Bukhari narrated by ‘A’ishah aati; herself. 


She mentions that she had drawn the lot to travel with Rasulullah 
Acai after the commandment of Hijab (veiling), had been 
Revealed. She was travelling in a howdah, which is a seat used to 
sit upon a camel’s back. The howdah was concealed, so you could 
not see who was inside. ‘A’ishah Gadi was also young (around 
13 years of age) and light in weight, so the people carrying the 
howdah would probably not know if she was actually inside or not. 


The army had been camped and it was announced that they were 
going to depart. ‘A’ishah Gaiás got up and went away from the 
camp to answer the call of nature. 


‘Aishah edule; came back to her animal 
after she had finished and when she put 
her hand to her chest, she found that her 
necklace was missing. The necklace was 





made from Zafar beads. 
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‘Aishah Gaii went back to look for the necklace and by the time 
she came back, the army had left. The people who were carrying 


her howdah had lifted it up. 


‘Aishah Gais went back to the place where she was staying 
thinking that they will soon realise she is missing and come back 
for her. 


Safwan ibn al-Mu‘attal Lacie 

‘Aishah Gais; got back to her place and was overcome by sleep. 
Safwan ibn al-Mu‘attal “ail; would remain behind the army and 
collect any items which had been left behind. 


He reached the place where ‘A’ishah adil; was in the morning 
and saw someone sleeping. He had seen ‘A’ishah Gaii; before the 


commandment of veiling, so he knew who she was. As soon as he 


recognised her, he said:

When ‘A'ishah Gais; heard these words, she woke up and 
immediately covered her face. 


Safwan ibn al-Mu‘attal áis put his camel down and drew back. 
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‘Aishah edule climbed upon the camel, then Safwan ibn al- 
Mu‘attal žais took its reigns. He led the camel until they reached 
the army at midday. No conversation took place between them at 
all, apart from the words he uttered when he saw her. 


The False Information 

When Safwan ibn al-Mu‘attal žais arrived with ‘A’ishah Gais, 
some people from among the hypocrites started to spread false 
information. The chief instigator was ‘Abdullah ibn Ubay ibn 
Salil, the leader of the hypocrites. 


The Muslim army arrived in Madinah and ‘A’ishah Geaiis; fell ill. 
She remained unwell for an entire month and was unaware of the 
false rumours which were circulating. She did however recognize 
that Rasilullah cscs was not giving her the normal 
attention he used to when she would be ill. He would 








come and ask members of the household about 
her health and then leave. He would not ask her 
directly; therefore, this raised some doubts 
=~ within her and increased her anguish. 


On one occasion she went with Umm Mistah Gediis, to al-Manasi‘ 
which was the place where they used to go to answer the call of 
nature. In those days, there were no places within the houses 
where a person could go to relieve themself. 
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On the way back Umm Mistah Geils stumbled over her robe and 
said an unpleasant word about her son Mistah eń. Upon 
hearing this, ‘A’ishah edi, asked her how she could say such a 
thing about a person who was present in the battle of Badr. 


Umm Mistah Çais; then asked ‘A’ishah Çais, had she not heard 
what he had been saying. She then related what the people had 
been saying about her and this further increased her illness. 


‘Aishah Gai wanted to know more about this news so she asked 
Rasilullah 4<s.‘cij\2 for permission to go to her parents’ house, 
which he granted. 


When ‘A’ishah Gadi, arrived at the house of her parents, she 
asked her mother, Umm Ruman Gail, about these rumours. Her 
mother told her not to worry about them and from this she 
gathered that people had been saying things. 


‘Aishah zai, also asked if her father, Abū Bakr edi, knew 
about these rumours. Umm Ruman Çz, said he knew about 
them. ‘A'ishah Gadi; started to cry and her agony could be 
heard. 


Abu Bakr Zzéil~, had been reciting the 
Qur’an in the upper section of their house. 
Upon hearing the cry of ‘A’ishah Gaiss, he 





came down and asked what was happening. 
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Umm Rūmān Gí told Abū Bakr eí, that Aishah Gediiss now 
knew about the rumours. Upon hearing this, Abu Bakr aś 
could not hold back his tears. 


‘A’ishah Gak now started to shiver and her mother Umm 
Ruman covered her with all the sheets she had in the house. 
‘A’ishah Gais; spent the whole night crying; her tears did not 


stop for even a single moment. 


The Consultation 
Rasilullah csaceaii had not received any Revelation regarding 
this issue so he called ‘Ali and Usamah ibn Zayd Gedil, for 


consultation. 


Usamah zéii said there was no questioning the chastity and 
purity of the family members of Rasilullah Acjeaije. This was 
more apparent than the sun. There was no need to consult on this 
matter. However, if Rastlullah zza wanted an opinion then 
it would be: 


Ine Wale k ; 


We do not know anything except good (about the family 
members and wives of Rasūlullāh dcjaxcaiic). 
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‘Ali žak advised that Rasūlullāh áz;xíeńf should question the 
maid servant of ‘A’ishah Gais, Barirah Gaiss, who would tell the 
truth. The reason for saying this was that the servants were more 
aware of what happens within the households than the men. ‘Ali 
zais knew that she would be exonerated very soon by Allah 


Ns; but meanwhile, Rastlullah 2saeaii could ask Barirah 


Rasūlullāh Acsse4i\ called Barirah Gedy; and asked her whether 
she testified he was the Messenger of Allah 45. She replied 
in the affirmative. Rasilullah 2<saceaii then told her that he was 
going to ask her something and she must answer truthfully and 
not hide anything from him. Barirah Gadi, assured Rasulullah 
Acsaletij\ that she would do so. 


Rasilullah then asked Barirah @zéile if she ever saw anything 
which aroused suspicion? This question was related to ‘A’ishah 


Barirah Gadi; took an oath on Allah jus; and said she had 
never seen anything from ‘A’ishah Gadi; which 

could be considered as a fault or 
blameworthy except that she is a young 

girl. She falls asleep, leaving the dough of 

her family exposed, so the young goats | 
would come and eat it. s 
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The Speech of Rastilullah ázat íi- 

After hearing the response of Barirah edz, Rastlullah 
Acsacleciik entered the Masjid and climbed upon the pulpit. He 
gave a speech and complained about the person who had caused 
his family much harm through these slanderous accusations. 
Rasiilullah Acai asked the Companions Acai for assistance 
against him. 


Rasilullah csaccaiie said that he knew nothing but good about 
his family and they have blamed a man about whom he knew 
nothing but good (meaning Safwan ibn al-Mu‘attal zais). He 
never entered his house except with Rasūlullāh zsak. 


Sa‘ad ibn Mu‘adh #4, from the tribe of Aws, stood up and said 
he would assist him, whether this person was from the Aws or the 
Khazraj. When he said this, Sa‘ad ibn “Ubadah ží; who was a 
leader from the Khazraj, got up and said that Sa‘ad ibn Mu‘adh 
zais would not kill the person. If the accused were from his tribe 
then they would be the ones to pass sentence. 


Upon hearing this, the cousin brother of Sa‘ad ibn Mu‘adh žais, 
Usayd ibn Hudayr edi, got up and accused Sa‘ad ibn ‘Ubadah 
zis of arguing on behalf of the hypocrites. 


The Aws and Khazraj then started to argue until Rasūlullāh 
Acsailctii descended from the pulpit and calmed the situation 
down. 
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The Visit of Rastlullah {ratko 
‘A'ishah zag; had cried on that day as well. Her tears 





had not ceased, even for a short while. She spent the 
night crying, and, in the morning, her parents came 
and sat by her. 


She was with her parents when a woman from the Ansar 

asked permission to enter. She was granted permission, and the 
woman came and sat with her. The Ansari woman also started to 
weep with ‘A’ishah Gais 


Suddenly, Rastilullah Acse%i\2 arrived at their house, gave Salam 


and sat down close to ‘A’ishah Gais. ‘A'ishah Gais said that 
Rastlullah zak had not sat with her since what had been 
said and he had not received any Revelation with regards this 


issue for an entire month. 


Rasilullah Acsaceaiie praised Allah 45; and then addressed 
‘A'ishah Ged. He said that he had heard such and such news 
about her. If she was innocent then Allah 45; will declare her 
innocent, however if she has committed wrong then she should 
ask Allah A5 for forgiveness and repent to him. For when a 
slave confesses their sin and repents, Allah 45; accepts their 


repentance. 
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The Reply of ‘A’ishah Geile 

When Rasilullah <csaccaiike had finished addressing ‘A’ishah 
Gais, her crying stopped until she did not even feel a drop. 

She asked her father Abū Bakr ší% to reply to Rasūlullāh 
Acsacleciik on her behalf. He said that he did not know what to say 
to Rasilullah zako. She then asked her mother to answer 
Rasilullah A<sa‘e2ij@ on her behalf. She also said she did not know 


what to say to Rasūlullāh dcsecetiie, 


‘A’ishah edule, then replied herself. She said that she was a girl 
of a young age and did not have a lot of knowledge of the Qur’an.

which ‘A’ishah Gediie;was blessed with. These qualities were 


exclusive to her and were not bestowed to any of the other wives 
of Rasiilullah Acs. These are as follows: 


In various Ahadith, it is mentioned that Jibril alte came 
with an image of ‘A’ishah Gak on a silk cloth and 
presented it to Rastilullah zań, saying that this was 
his wife in this world and the hereafter. 


She was the only wife of Rasūlullāh A<ja‘e%j\2 who had not 
been married before. All the other wives of Rastlullah 
Asse had been married previously and either been 
widowed or divorced. 


Rasilullah Acsaieciik> spent his final days with ‘A’ishah 
adil. He passed away in her house whilst he lay in her 
lap. 


Rasilullah zak was buried in the place he passed 
away, in the house of ‘A’ishah Gadi. 


Revelation would come to Rasūlullāh Acsaexii> whilst he 


would be lying next to ‘A’ishah Gais, covered in the same 
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sheet. This would not happen with any other wife of 
Rasilullah Acseclesiile. 


% News of her innocence came in the form of Divine 
Revelation from Allah Sujal. 


** She is the daughter of a Khalifah (Abū Bakr #5) and is a 
‘Siddigah’. Allah 45k had promised forgiveness and 
bountiful sustenance for them during their lifetimes. 
(Mazhari). 


‘Aishah Gais was known as a generous, pious, and humble 
person. She used to fast a lot and perform Hajj every year. She 
would also free slaves like her father, Abū Bakr #4; used to do. 
She is also known as one of the Companions #24 who narrated 
the most Ahadith. In Rawdatus Salihin, it is mentioned that she 
has narrated 2210 Ahadith, out of which 174 can be found in both 
Sahih al-Bukhari and Sahih Muslim. 


‘A'ishah Gais was blessed with a deep understanding of our 
religion. Many of the Companions #2; used to seek advice 


from her.

During her life, she was able to benefit many people, informing us 
of the habits and behaviour of Rastlullah Acs.teaii with the 
members of his household. Even today, her many narrations are 
read and taught daily in our Madaris. May Allah 45k enable 
us to protect the honour of ‘A’ishah Gais, appreciate her 
contribution to Islam, and may Allah {2622 grant her the 
highest status in Jannah.

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Summary 


he Quraysh had promised to meet the Muslims one year 

after the battle of Uhud. This meeting was to take place 

in Badr, the location of the first battle between the 
Muslims and the Quraysh. Abū Sufyān did not want to go, so he 
tried to intimidate the Muslims by sending them false information 
which would discourage them from going to battle. The 
information had the opposite effect, and the Muslims became 
even more eager to meet the Quraysh once again. 


They marched from Madinah and arrived in Badr. Meanwhile, the 
Qurayshi army had left Makkah but turned back soon after. The 
excuse they used was that this was a year of famine. The Muslims 
then traded in the market at Badr and gained large profits. After 
this, they returned to Madinah. 


The Muslims then received news, that the people of Dumah al- 
Jandal were preparing to attack them. The Muslim army marched 
north and as soon as the enemy found out about them, they 
quickly dispersed. 


The Gazwah of Bani al-Mustaliq then followed. It was now the 
turn of another Arab tribe to muster up a force to confront the 
Muslims and attack Madinah. Rasilullah zsak set off with an 
army and headed south. They caught the enemy by surprise and 
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made light work of them. Two hundred families were taken as 
captives as well as 2,000 camels with 5,000 goats. 


Juwayriyah Gadi, was the daughter of the tribe’s leader. She had 
also been captured and made a Mukatibah by the Companion 
zeis in whose share she had been allotted. She came to 
Rasilullah Asa‘ecii asking for assistance in paying her ransom. 
Rasilullah seca said he would help pay her ransom, and free 
her if she agreed to marry him. This proposal was accepted by 
Juwayriyah Gaile; and she became one of the mothers of the 


believers. 


As a result of this marriage, all the people from the Bani al- 
Mustaliq who had been captured were freed by the Companions 
weds, as they were now related to Rasilullah dates. 


Al-Harith ibn Abū Dirar, the leader of the Bant al-Mustaliq, then 
came to Madinah to ransom his daughter and hid 2 camels before 
he came into the city. Rasūlullāh j<sa‘ccij informed him of this 
and he admitted that Rastlullah Acsexij\2 was indeed Allah’s 
Messenger. Juwayriyah adil, was given a choice by Rasulullah 
Acsacleciik whether she wanted to go back with her father or stay 
with him. She chose Rasilullah dcsexctiie, 


On the way back from that expedition, the famous incident of 
slander took place against ‘A’ishah Gais. She had lost her 
necklace whilst away from the camp and by the time she had 
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returned, they had left. The party did not realise she was not in 
the howdah, because it was concealed. Furthermore, due to her 
light weight, they would not have realised, she was not in it. 


Safwan ibn al-Mu‘attal ás arrived and saw her. He had 
recognized her as he had seen her before the verses of the veil had 
been Revealed. His words woke up ‘A’ishah edi; and she 
covered her face immediately. Safwan ží then took her back 
on his camel and caught up with the army. 


This incident caused false rumours to spread and one of the main 
people spreading these rumours was the leader of the hypocrites, 
‘Abdullah ibn Ubay. 


Initially ‘A’ishah Gais; was oblivious to these rumours and when 
she found out about them, she asked permission to go to her 
parents’ house. She cried constantly and was also ill. 


Rasūlullāh Acseeaii> consulted Usamah and ‘Ali €k as to what 
he should do. ‘Ali adil; suggested that he should question her 
maid servant Barirah easly. Rasiilullah zajo questioned her 
and was satisfied with the answer which indicated the innocence 
of ‘A’ishah Gais. 


An entire month had passed by without any Revelation 
concerning this issue. Rasūlullāh zak then came to visit 
‘A'ishah edulis at her father’s house and during this visit, Allah 
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A 
) 


Iiei sent down the Revelation. Ten verses from Sirah al-Nir 


were revealed declaring her innocence. 


Allah 45i could have chosen a multitude of ways to show her 
innocence; however, he had chosen this would-be divine 
Revelation. Generations after generations would recite these

verses daily showing the lofty status of ‘A’ishah Gais. 
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
